circumstances anti especially on 
the kind of animal fed. 
Lambs in a feed lot hardly 
ever need any grain ground for 
them, whether corn 
or small 
grain. They have exct llent grind­ 
ers by way of their own molars 
Though 
horses 
with 
sound 
teeth do a good job of masticat­ 
ing grain, experience indicates 
rolling or crimping the grain is 
usually preferable. 
Very 
young 
animals, 
even 
<uekling animals, whether pig4, 
lambs or calves, like to eat grain 
whole, rather than ground. 1 hey 
eat such grain leisurely, thor­ 
oughly ensalivating and soften- 
ing it. They do an excellent iob 
of chewing and very little grain 
ever passes through them whole. 
It is different with fattening 
st ere in a feed lot, if these 
.hould be fed whole corn, whether 
1 ( ir corn, broken ear corn or 
shelled corn. When such steers 
ire full fed on whole corn, as 
much as 20 per cent may pass 
through them unmastieated and 
therefore undigested. 
1 his way 
20 per cent shows up undigested 
the manure. NN hen sufficient 
- are following such steers in 
feed lot. these whole kernels 
ire salvaged efficiently, making 
the feeding of whole com to these 
steers entirely practical. How- 
witli no pigs to save the 
it should always be ground, 
at least cracked, to avoid the 
20 per cent waste which would 
otherwise result. 
For dairy cows that an; nearly 
always fed a mixture of grains 
and concentrates, it is always ad­ 
visable to grind the feeds. Medi­ 
um-fine grinding, resulting in a 
product that feels gritty as tested 
between the thumb and fori* 
finger, is 1 >ettcr than either very 
fine or verv coarse grinding. 
Grinding hay into a meal is 
recommended when it is to be 
used in calf meals or poultry 
mashes, or in winter or dry-lot 
rations for pigs. Frequently al­ 
falfa meal and concentrates are 
pelleted to good effect, especially 
for very young pigs and chickens. 
Alfalfa meal and concentrates in 
larger pellets have proved ef­ 
ficient for beef cattle too, in feet 
these larger pellets are suitable 
for almost any mature farm ani­ 
mal.
